PARIS, May 1.—During the past week 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Winston, accompanied on one occasion 
by Ambassador Herrick, has had two 
interviews with the French Finance 
Minister, Joseph Caillaux, on the situa- 
tion as regards the French debt to the 
United States and the gengral financial 
relations between the two countries. 

These interviews M. Caillaux de- 
scribed this evening to a New Yor 
TIMES correspondent as having been 
*“‘very satisfactory’’ and helpful in ob- 
taining a clear understanding as to the 
bearing of the present situation in 
France on the ultimate discussion of 
modes of payment. 

M. Caillaux is unwilling to give any | 
details as to how he regards the debt | 
problem or the view which was pre- | 
sented by Mr. Winston. Like its prede- 
cessor, the present French Government, | 
as asserted in Ministerial declarations | 
before the Chamber, maintains an at-| 
titude toward the country’s foreign 
debt that it will honor its bonds as soon 
as it can possibly see a way to do it. 

Before he took office M. Caillaux de- 
clared the best, if not the only, way for 
France to pay England and America| 
Was to get them to accept a larger | 
proportion of annuity payments from 
Germany out of the Dawes plan re- 
ceipis. That, it is believed, still is his 
conviction as to the best way the mat- 
yter can be arranged, but, beyond his 
phrase that the conversations with Mr. 
Winston had been “helpful,” the Fi- 
ijance Minister refuses to commit him- 
self. * 


Studying the Financial Problem. 

With Parliament in recess, Minister 
Caillaux is able just now to give his 
whole time to the financial problem. 
During the week he has decided the at- 
titude he will adopt toward the budget | 
for 1925, still before the Senate, and the 
various reductions of expenditure he 
will seek to obtain. 

Already work has been begun on the} 
1926 budget, and M. Caillaux declared 
today that his whole aim would be to 
produce ‘‘a budget which will be abso- 
lutely sound, as you English and Amer-

To another question about the possi- 
bility of France’s return to the gold 
standard Mr. Calillaux answered that 
such a desirable event must be subordi- 
nated to so many factors that it was 
not yet a subject for discussion.

Ann Cooper Hewitt, 11-year-old 
daughter of the late Peter Cooper Hewitt 
and Mrs. Maryon J. Hewitt, now the 
is declared in a 
decision handed down yesterday to be 
the legitimate daughter of Mr. Hewitt 
and to be entitled to a sixth of the es- 
tate of his grandfather, Peter Cooper. 
The decision was made by Wallace 
Macfarlane, who was appointed referee 
in the Supreme Court to decide the case. 
If the ruling is upheld on appeal, the 
child will receive about $250,000, which 
would have gone to her father’s brothers 
and sisters if the decision had gone 


against her. 

Clarence J. Shearn, counsel for the 
Baroness d’Erlanger in the case, dis- 
cussing the decision said last night: 

“While the financial feature of the 
case is not so great, the moral effect 
= the future of this child is tremen- 
ous.”’ 

The report of the referee upholds the 
contention made in behalf of the child 
in every respect. He finds that the im- 
mediate question was whether the child, 
born four years before the marriage of 
her parents, was entitled as ‘‘issue’’ of 
Peter Cooper Hewitt to his share in 
the estate of his grandfather. The 
referee stated that three other questions 
had to be passed on in determining the 
main issue, the first of which was 
whether the marriage of the parents 
four years after her birth legitimatized 
her.

TERRORIST TRIALS BEGIN 


Only Two in Dock at Court-Mar- 
tial—Witnesses Describe the 
Elaborate Plans of Reds. 


SOFIA, May 1 (Associated Press).— 
Another attempt to assassinate King 
Boris was frustrated today by officers 
of the guard, who discovered an almost 
complete subterranean passage with an 
explosive fuse which they believed was 
intended to blow up the royal palace. 

Representatives of the local press and 
foreign correspondents were permitted 
to be present at the opening of the 
court-martial today of the persond 
charged with responsibility for the bomb 
outrage in the Sveti Kral Cathedral 
April 16, in which a large number of 
persons were killed or injured. 

It was announced that the attendance 
of the newspaper men was permitted in 
order that the people of Bulgaria and 
abroad might be kept informed regard- 
ing the conduct of the frial. 

The court, which is sitting in the ar- 
tillery barracks, is composed of three 
HMeutenant colonels who are acting as 
judges; a captain, who is acting as pub- 
lic prosecutor, and two captains, who are 
taking charge of the case for the two 
defendants, the Sacristan of the Cathe- 


dral and Petrini, the Communist leader. |

Sees Calm Season Ahead. 


Mr. Coolidge sees that there is going 
to be a few months when Congress will

PACKERS’ DECREE 
FULLY SUSPENDED 


“Big Five’ May Now Handle 
Food Products Other 
Than Meat. 


COURT REFUSES LIMITATION 


Government, to Restore Restrictions, 
Must Prove Anti-Trust Law Vio- 
lations 5 Years Ago.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Ten years of 
agitation on the part of the Department 
of Justice to prevent an alleged food 
monopoly by the “Big Five Packers’’— 
namely Armour & Co., Swift & Co., Wil- 
son & Co., Morrig & Co. and the Cudahy 
Packing Company—went for naught to- 
day in Equity Court when Justice Jen- 
nings Bailey signed an order suspending 
the decree of Feb. 27, 1920, under 
which the packers have released 90 per 
cent. of their holdings in the provision 
business except as it related to meat. 

Because the Department of Justice, 
which forced consent to the decree, 
failed to take into consideration the 
property rights of growers and produc- 
ers whose products were marketed by 
the packers, it will now have to prove 
the packers guilty of’ violation of the 
anti-trust law to force them to limit 
their activities. 

The order suspending the consent de- 
|}ecree was presented by Frank J. Hogan, 
counsel for the California Cooperative 
| Canneries, which had 


Armour & Co. to take 51 per cent, of 
their output until Jan. 1, 1929. This 
contract as not considered when 
consent decree was forced on the pack- 
ers by Attorney General Palmer. 
The Armour and Swift groups de- 





manded that the decree be vacated en-| 


tirely, on the ground that it was confis- 
catory and that they had never been 
convicted of violation of tie anti-trust 
laws. 

The Court refused to vacate the decree, 
but the packers have won a victory with 
the suspension. The Department of Jus- 
tice, through Herman J. Galloway, As- 
sistant Attorney General, will have to 
go back more than five years for evi- 
dence of violations of the anti-trust laws. 

Attempts were made by Mr. Gallo- 
| way and counsel for the wholesale 
| grocers to modify the suspension order 
and have it affect only the canneries 
and Armour & Co.. but Justice Bailey 
declined to consider such a proposition 
and ordered the decree suspended in its 
entirety. Armour & Co. are now per- 
| mitted to handle all sorts of canned 
goods,

IN CLEARING HOUSE TODAY 


Made Out by Dillon, Read & Co. 
—Not a Ripple in Money 
Market Expected. 


GREAT CONTEST OF BANKERS 


Successfu! Firm’s Profit Estimated 
at $14,000,000—Growth of 
Auto Industry. 


When officers and employes of the 
New York Clearing House Association 
gather today in their clearance room— 
which resembles a gymnasium as much 
as a place for business—they will find 
among the great total of checks pour- 
ing in one that will call for the payment 
of $146,000,000 to a depositor. 

This check will be one that was made 
out yesterday by Clarence Dillon of Dil- 
lon, Read & Co. in behalf of a banking 
group in payment for the Dodge Broth- 
ers’ automotive property. . It was said 
to be the largest single check ever drawn 
in a commercial deal. Several Govern- 
ment checks have been larger. And 
several years ago a check was drawn by 


J. P. Morgan & Co. for $250,000,000 in | 


connection with the sale in America of 
that amount of Anglo-French loan bonds. 
While in striking contrast with such 
large checks is one that Wall Street | 
knows about which was drawn by Sec- 
retary of War Stanton back in the Civil 
War period for 1 cent. This was in set- 
tlement of a citizen's claim. 

The Dillon, Read & Co. cneck, how- 
ever, takes its place with those there— 
one of them the largest for any foreign 
power or powers; anotner the smallest 
United States Government check that 
could be drawn; and the other the larg- 
est commercial check in history. 

The check was on a blank bearing the 
hame of Dillon, Read & Co. It was 
written by Clarence Dillon, who signed | 
the firm's name. It was made out ‘Pay 
to the order of Dodge Brothers” and 
was drawn on the Central Urion Trust | 
Company of New York. Deposit was 
made in the Hanover Nationa! Bank by 
the agents for the Dodge Brothers in-| 
terests and the Hanover National today 
will pass the check into the clearance 
machinery of the New York Clearing 
House Association. 


Just Bookkeeping Detail. 


The transfer of the $146,000,000 from 
the Central Union Trust Company to the 
Hanover National Bank will occasion no 
more work than a little bookkeeping. 
Not the slightest ripple is expected to 
be felt in the money market. The de- 
positor of the check is expected to let 
the money stay in the Hanover National 
Bank until the middle of next week. 
Then, it is not likely that the entire 


amount will be called to Detroit, owing 
to the simplified method of check clear- 
ances between cities which has been 
built up by the Federal Reserve System 
and obviates such large exchanges. 

Upon receipt of the check -yesterday, 
the iieirs of the Dodge Brothers proper- 
ties parted with control of the auto- 
motive plants which went to the new 
terests, now incorporated under the 
name of Dodge Brothers, Inc. The 
method employed in effecting the trans- 
fer of title was interesting ‘because of 
its simplicity. 

Soon after 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing Mr. Dillon wrote out the $146,000,000 
check in behalf of the new owning 
interest. This completed, he gathered 
together a few papers, put them in an 
ordinary file envelope, and, accompanied 
by several partners and other persons 
— in the deal, left his office. 

e walked down Nassau to Wall 
Street, and thence to the Central Union 
Trust Company office at 80 Broadway. 
In this office he was met by Charles 
P. Spicer, Vice President of the Detroit 
Trust Company, who was authorized by 
the Dodge Brothers estate to sign the 
necessary receipt. Others present were 
Theodore G. Smith, Vice President of 
the Central Union Trust Company; 
Arthur A. Ballantine of counsel for 
Dillon, Read & Co., and Maurice H. 
Kiwer, Vice President of the National 
Park Bank. 

They, with some associgtes, talked 
about everything except business while 
the operators of the Bell telephone 
long-distance 
line to an office in the Detroit Trust 
Company at Detroit. In this office were | 
A. M. Barnes, a firm member of Dillon, 
Read & Co., S. W. Howland of counsel 
for Dillon, Read & Co., and John B. 
Ballantyne, Arthur T. Waterfall and H. 
V. Popeny. representing the Dodge 
Brothers’ interests. At 10:30 o’clock 
sharp the two offices, about 1,0€0 miles 
apart, were put in direct communication. 

Mr. Howland in Detroit addressed Mr. 
Ballantine in New York. ‘Everything 
is ready,’’ he said. 

Mr. Ballantine made this report to Mr. 
Dillon, who straightway handed the 
check over to Mr. Spicer. Mr. Spicer 
then ¢took the receiver. 


Huge Cash Deal Closed. 


“I have the check,’’ he said, address- 
ing his associate, John B. Ballantyne in 
Detroit. Mr. Ballantyne, sitting in De- | 
troit, then handed the deed over to Mr. | 
Dillon’s partner, Mr. Barnes, and the 
largest cash deal in American indus- 
trial history was closed. 

Wall Street estimates that the Dillon- 
Read banking house made a profit of 
$14,000,000 on the deal closed yesterday. | 
Tnis was the figure worked out .by an

It was a prize well worth striving for; 

| and the house of Morgan, with many 
ramifications in Wall Street, gathered 

| its ablest financiers for advice on the 


| figure to be bid. The men high in the 
| National City Company and the Guar- 
anty Trust Company sat in with the 
partners of the Morgan firm to estimate 
what the final sealed bid should be. 
When they decided that $132,000,000 was 


a winning figure, they settled back in 
their chairs satisfied that the Dodge 
properties were theirs. 

Meanwhile the Dillon, Read firm had 
established a separate office in Detroit. 
Almost an entire floor in the Book- 
Cadillac Hotel was leased, and F. G. 
Wilmer, a partner in the banking house 
here, was put in charge of it. Con- 
stant long-distance telephone communi- 
cation was established with New York. 
At one time a partner here, under the 
tense strain of the suspense, said he 
was going to take an airplane to De- 
troitt and this word, leaking around 
Wall Street, grew into a report that an 
airplane had been used It wasn’t.

Outbid by $14,000,000. 


It was a source of astonishment to the 
foremost banking house in Wall Street 
to learn that it had been outbid by $14,- 
000,000 for the prize. They had counted 
confidently on their figure as a winner. 

The Dillon-Read bid had two advan- 


tages: It was not only much higher 
but it was an offerof cash, whereas the 
terms of the General Motors _ bid, 
through its banking house, provided for 
an interchange of stock in part pay- 
ment. The ‘Dodge widows wished to 
rid themselves of the responsibilities of 
large stockholdings, but one of them did 
invest. $10,000,000 in securities of the 
new concern, the Dodge Estates Cor- 
poration. 

A special meeting of the Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce in New York was 
held last week to elect the new Dodge 
corporation a member, in order that the 
arrangement for cross-licensing more 
than 700 patents jn the industry might 
continue without abatement, 

The $75,000,000 debentures issued by 
the new Dodge corporation are the first 
bond issue of magnitude in the industry. 
Automobile manufacturers have been fi- 
nanced heretofore without large flota- 
tions of this character. Alfred Reeves, 
general manager of the Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, is authority for

Automobiles went to first rank, he said, 
in 1923. In 1922 the packing industry 
was first, according to output. Both 
packing and steel have been heavily 
bonded industries for many years. 


Growth of Auto Industry. 


Figures have been furnished on. the 
rapid growth of the American automo- 
bile industry by the manufacturers’ cen- 
sus. From a position of obscurity which 
it held twenty years ago the industry 
has taken the rank of third place among 
the great American industrial classifica- 
tions. But only recently has the industry 
been bonded to any considerable ex- 
tent. The total bonded debt of the Amer- 
ican automotive industry prior to the 
sale of $75,000,000 of Dodge debenture 
bonds was only $25,000,000. It is now 
$100,000,000. The steel industry in 
meanwhile has had a bonded debt of 
about $500,000,000, and so also had the 
packing industry. 

Compared on the basis of the wholesale 
value of annual output, this 
showed f.r 1923--the last year for which 
figures are available—the following:

DETROIT, May 1.—Suit for $500,000 


was filed against the Dodge estate here 
late today by Howard A. Bloomer, a 
local attorney, and former Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Dodge 
Motor Company. Mr. Bloomer left the 
city as soon as the papers had been ac- 
cepted by the County Clerk. 

Mr. Bloomer is administrator of the 
estates of Horace E. and John F, Dodge, 
but has not been connected with the 
Dodge company for more than a year.

Charges Opponents of His 
Budget With Spreading Sub 
versive Opinion in Britain. 


GOVERNMENT WON'T YIELD 


In Foreign Affairs They Mean to 
Cling to Old Allies in Search for 
a Peace Policy, He Says.

LONDON, May 1.—Strong condemna- 
tion of the opinions and methods of the 
Socialists and insistence on the need of 
guiding progress into orderly and prac- 
tical channels against them were the 
features of a speech which the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, Winston Churchill, 
delivered in London today at a demon- 
stration of the Primrose League. 

He said the country was confronted 
with a steady development of subversive 
opinion and unscrupulous propaganda. 
The movement had not originated a 
English soil, but was closely connected 
and linked with foreign revolutionary 
organizations whose avowed object was 


to overthrow not merely the institutions 
of the realm but the existing civilization 
of the entire world, 

“TI know there are in the ranks of the 
Socialist Party many good worthy men 
and women,” he said, ‘“‘but I accuse 
them as a party of having needlessly 
and wantonly corrupted large masses of 
the British nation. The political doc- 
trines they preach would, in their eco- 
nomic consequences, not merely ruin the 
prosperity but starve a large proportion 
= a population of this crowded is- 
and.’’ 

Defending his budget against criticism 
of the Socialists Mr. Churchill said his 
pensions schemes was only a first instal- 
ment of the Government's social policy. 
He charged that the Labor ex-Chancel- 
lor, Mr. Snowden, wanted to sacrifice 
the McKenna duties in a spirit of par- 
tisanship when they had become an in- 
tegral and almost unnoticed part of the 
fiscal system and added it was done for 
the purposes of political agitation. 


Denies It Is Rich Man’s Budget. 


Mr. Churchill was emphatic in the re- 
pudiation of Snowden’s assertions that 
the budget now under discussion was a 
rich man’s budget. It was one of the 
appeals to class hatred which consti- 
tuted the stock in trade of the Socialist 
Party, the Chancellor asserted. 


“Let the Socialists go after Jan. 4 

next to the 200,000 widows who, with 
350,000 children, will .be enjoying their 
pensions and let them say to these peo- 
"oe ‘You are victims of. a rich man’s 
udget,’,"" the Chancellor declared. “Let 
them go into 6,000,000 homes and tell 
the wives ewho will have behind them 
a guarantee they will not be left pen- 
niless if anything happens to the bread- 
winner ‘Here is another case of the Con- 
servative Party helping their friends.’ 
Let them go in 1928 to the 500,000 men 
and women of 65 who will march or 
hobble up to receive their pensions and 
say, ‘Comrads, we meant to give you 
these pensions ourselves; we would have 
given them to you on a non-contributory 
basis, but we had to go and help our 
Russian friends first.’ ”’ 

Whatever they might do or say the| 
Government was determined to go for- 
ward with its policy. Against diseor- 
dant cries of class warfare they would | 
continue in the words and spirit of the | 
Prime Minister’s speeches to raise the | 
solemn watchword of national coopera- | 
tion. 

Referring to foreign policy Mr. | 
Churchill said the peace of the world | 
depended upon the faithful coopera- 
tion of two groups of greatest nations. 
In the New World the Washington | 
agreement had woven together Great | 
Britain, the United States and Japan, 
the three leading naval powers, in a} 
bond of friendship and amity which 
regulated and should preserve for many 
generations the peace and freedom of 
the seas. | 

In the Old World Mr. Chamberlain | 
was endeavoring to bring about an as- 
sociation for mutual protection and se- 
curity of the four greatest nations of 
Europe, Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many and Italy. 

“Just as the Washington agree- 
ment was not reached by cast- 
ing aside the old valiant and valued al- 
liance with Japan, but rather by merg- 
ing our friendship for Japan and our 
friendship for the United States in 
wider and larger grouping,”’ said Mr. | 
Churchill, ‘‘so in the same manner a 
policy in Europe will not develop by 
casting aside trusted allies by whom we 
stood in dark days or by putting aside 
old friendships for the sake of new.”

The 
Controlier’s action is said to be based 
upon a recent decision of the Appellate 
Division which upheld a court finding 
that Inspector Lahey was no longer @ 
member of the uniformed force, having 
forfeited his rank as police captain to 
accept appointment as a Deputy Police 
Commissioner, The court action’ was 


brought by a taxpayer to determine the 
Chie? Inspector's status. 

Friends of Inspector wahey hold that 
since he has surrendered the office of 
Deputy Commissioner to accept his ap- 
pointment as Chief Inspector, he again 
is a fully accredited member of the unl- 
formed force, and is entit'ed to draw the 
full pay of his rank. They base this 
contention upon special legisiation last 
year to protect the status of Police Cap- 
tain William Funston. who left the New 
York force to take temporary command 
of.the Schenectady police, :

DAY IN EUROPE 


London Labor Holds Demon- 
stration at Bulgarian Legation 
—Moscow Has Huge Celebration 


MORE ARRESTS IN ITALY 


Cologne Reds Denounce von Hinden- 
burg—France Has No Disorders 
and Few Raids.

LONDON, May 1.—London’s annual 
May Day demonstration took the form 
this year of an international labor car- 
nival. A procession went to Bulgaria’s 
Legation to protest against the Bul- 


garian Government's alleged terroriza- 
tion of its workers. : 

Nearly 10,000 persons participated in 
a mile-long parade from the Embank- 
ment to Hyde Park. They carried ban- 
ners inscribed, “Marx and Lenin Lead 
Us,” ‘‘Long Live Soviet Russia, Brit- 
ish Empire Exhibition, Our Poverty Is 
Part of It,” and similar legends. 

The crowd listened in Hyde Park to 
speeches from a dozen platforms by 
Labor and Communist members of Par- 
liament, and finally passed a May Day 
resolution, which among other things, 
welcomed the steps recently taken to 
assure unity between the British and 
Russian trade unions. 

Two thousand demonstrators later 
marched to the Bulgarian Legation where 
Ben Tillett, referring to a report that 
16,000 persons had been taken prisoner 
in’ Bulgaria and 4,000 executed, de- 
manded that ‘‘the present terror raging 
against the Bulgarian workers should 
cease.”’ 

Stoyan Petroff, Counsellor of the lega- 
tion, stated in reply that the report of 
the Labor Party Commission, composed 
of Josiah “/edgwood, and William 
Mackinder, who visited Sofia with 
Colonel Cecil L’Estrange Malone, was 
either grossly exaggerated or baseless. 
The reports, he said, were founded on 
hearsay and _ rufhors, which impartial 
observers on the spot, such as the Sofia 
correspondent of The London Times and 
the special correspondent of The Man- 
chester Cuardian, after subsequent ex- 
amination, had found to be groundless. 

The number of arrested persons all 
over the country. he said, did not ex- 
ced 2,000, over 600 of whom already have 
been released, while none of them has 
been tried.

MOSCOW, May 1.—This year’s May 
Day celebrations in Russia were or- 
ganized on a larger scale and with 


greater splendor than in previous years, 
and three days will be given to the 
celebrations instead of the customary 
one day. Workmen will not be per- 
mitted to work tomorrow, and Sunday 
follows, but the workmen must make 
good the day's work they will miss to- 
morrow at a later date. 

Moscow's streets, circuses and build- 
ings are decorated with unprecedented 
lavishness. Many thousands of banners, 
large and small, bearing inflammatory 
slogans in various languages are used. 
The State Textile Trust sold 280,000 
yards of red cloth for the decorations 
and there is rent | a shop or dwelling, 
or any other building left undecorated. 
Profuse electric transparencies and 
colored electric bulbs make the Moscow 
streets appear at nighttime like a splash 
of red flame. ; 

The celebrations began at 9 o'clock 
this morning with a Red Army parade 
in front of Lenine’s mausoleum. 

The parade lasted two hours. ‘The 


‘troops were reveiwed by War Commissar 


Frounze, General Budenny and other 
high military officials, instead ef ‘by 
President Kalinin, Rykoff and other 
civil authorities. 

As on a previous occasion, 15,000 new 
Red Army recruits took the oath of alle- 
giance to the proletarian dictatorship 
during the parade. The oath was ad- 
ministered to them with great cere- 
mony by Trotsky’s successor. The 
troops, all dressed in the new khaki 
uniforms, looked splendidly fit and wel) 
drilled and gave the impression that 
they are better fed. : 7 

Representatives of the foreign missions 
accredited to the Soviet Government at- 
tended the parade in a body. Many of 
them praised highly the general bearing 
of the soldiers and were imprqssed with 
the general order and punctuality which 
prevailed. 

Several airplane squadrons flew over 
the parade ground, dropping silver 
rockets and leaflets. Addressing the 
soldiers prior to the administration of 
the oath, Commissar Frounze said: 

“The werkt capitalists are watching 
our grow! str@ngth with hate and 
rage, and tne Red Artny should, there- 
fore, be in full fighting readiness. ‘The 
Red Army demonstrates today the full 
fighting strength of the Soviet federa- 
tion. This day is the day of protest 
against the exploitation of labor, against 
militarism and the atrocities of the 
bourgeoisie class.”’ 

A civilian demonstration which fol- 
lowed the parade lasted until late in the 
evening. Several hundred thousands of 
persons marched past Lenin's tomb in 
good order, carrying banners, revolu- 
tionary placards and effigies denouncing 
the bourgeoisie.

when the election of Hindenburg as 
President of Germany was mentioned. 

M. Olgin, Communist writer and _ lec- 
turer, was one of the two speakers. 
He characterized President Coolidge as 
‘‘that strike-breaker’’ and referred to 
the Vice President as- ‘‘open shop 
Dawes."’ Ridiculing the ‘half-hearted 
attempts of soclalism to mend the capi- 
talist régime’’ in Germany, England 
and France, he declared that the only 
hope for the proletariat in these coun- 
tries was to join and strengthen the 
Communist parties.

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SOVIET GIVES MINES 
TO FORMER OWNERS 


Contract Signed With Lena 
Goldfields, Ltd., Is Regarded as 
an Important Political Move. 


1,500,000 ACRES INVOLVED 


Losses Due to Nationalization to 
Be Paid—Americans to Join Eng- 
lish in Developing Property. 


By Wireless to Tas New York Times. 


MOSCOW, May 1.—The’ concession 
granted by the Soviet Government to 
the Lena Goldfields Company, Ltd., of 
London is-the largest granted since the 
revolution. Besides covering the ex- 
ploitation of more than 1,500,000 acres 
of gold, silver, copper and lead bearing 
fields in the districts of the Lena, Sissert 
and Altai, it has also great politit¢al im- 
portance, as the concession is given to 
the same foreign company which owned 
this property before the revolution. It 
must therefore be regarded as the first 
practical step to satisfy claims of for- 
eign companies which lost their property 
in Russia. 

The contract signed gives the farmer 
owners ample concessions for losses sus- 
tained during the whole period of nation- 
alization of their property by the Soviet 
Government. Under the terms of the 
contract the Government hands over to 
the company the whole present equip- 
ment of the mines, with supplies, many 
steamers, steel barges, tugs for trans- 
portation on the Lena River and other 
property which, according to the com- 
pesy.® engineers, is~« valued at several 
million dollars. 

It is understood that the contract in- 
volves a turnover of many hundred mil- 
lions of dollars. 

New York mining and banking inter- 
ests will participate in the operation of 
the company if the _ concessionaires 
agreed to install several million dollars’ 
worth of new equipment and pay Gov- 
ernment 6 per cent, of the total annual 
production in cash or kind. They agree 
to abide by Soviet labor laws, but have 
the right to engage a foreign technical 
staff and employ foreign labor. A spe- 
cial clause provides that all disputes 
shall be referred to an arbitration board 
consisting of Swedish and German pro- 
fessors. 

The contract is subject to ratification 
by directors of the Lena Company with- 
in three months; failing that it will au- 
tomatically be rendered void. The Lena 
Goldfields Company controls also the 
Russian Mining Corporation and _ the 
Altai Mines, Ltd. Besides these com- 
panies the Lena Goldfields will also 
control coal mines in the Kousnetzky 
basin and anthracite mines in the Ural. 


$150,000,060 Worth of Metals. 


MOSCOW, May 1 (Associated Press). 
—Engineers of the Lena Goldfields, Ltd., 
estimate that in the sections of the 
properties already prospected there are 
$150,000,000 worth of fully developed 
metals, while in the unprospected areas 


there is said be a much greater amount. 

In the Altai district alone, whicn 
covers 13,000 square miles, there is de- 
clared to be 2,000,000 tons of ore with 
an average recoverable content of silver, 
copper, and lead of $50 a ton. The Sis- 
sert mines, which are the largest in 
Europe or Asia, cover 1,256,000 acres 
and yield an average of $100 worth of 
gold, silver and copper per ton. 

The Lena gold field, which is a placer 
property, embraces’ about 150,000 .acres 
and is estimated to produce from fifty 
cents to one dollar’s worth of gold for 
every yard of gravel moved in dredging 
ead about $10 per yard for underground 
work, 

The Sissert area is also rich in 
and timber, which the 
concession will exploit.. 

The concession was negotiated by Wal- 
ter Lyman Brown of Los Angeles, for- 
merly European diretor cf the American 
Rellef Administration; Alexander Ma- 
lozemoff of Oakland, 1. formerly 
chief engineer of the Lena properties, 
and Major Frederick W. D. Gwynne of 
London. 

Mr. Brown declared the company was 
eonfident that the enterprise would 
prove highly profitable both to itself 
and the Soviet Government. The Gov- 
ernment, he remarked, had accorded 
him and his associates all possible co- 
operation, courtesy and _ consideration. 
The highest officials of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment had told him they were sin- 
cerely anxious to establish closer rela- 
tions with Great Britain and the United 
States and hoped that the present con- 
tract would be a forerunner of increas- 
ingly profitable, commercial relations 
between Soviet Russia and those coun- 
tries, 

“Russia has always been short of 
copper, zinc and lead,’’ Mr. Brown con-} 
tinued, ‘‘and it is highly in the interest | 
of the Government that ex«r enterprise 
should be successful. Our company, | 
however, will not be obliged to depend | 
upon a purely Russian market for its! 
sales of these metals, but is free to sell | 
them at a profit in the British and |

\v an Orman, with C. K. Wollam as aid, 
got away ten minutes later. Van Or-

Captain H. E.* Honeywell, veteran 
aeronaut, coe away in the St.

Aside Because Jurors Read Story

The conviction six weeks ago of Harry 
Schmisel on a charge of having stolen 
property in his possession was set aside 
yesterday by Judge Collins in. General 
Sessione and a new trial ordered when 
the court was informed that, during the 
deliberations on the evidence, one of the 
jurors produced a newspaper clipping 
alleging that a witness for Schmisel 
previously had been arrested. Schmisel, 
who is 26 years old, and gave his adr 
dress as 20 Lenox Avehue, was indicted 
last October for receiving $25,000 in 
bonds of-the Kingdom of Netherlandsg 
which were owned by Rhodes & Co., 23 
William Street, and which had been 
stolen from the receiving clerk’s window 


of Stewart & Co., a brokerage firm at 
61 Broadway. The verdict of gullty 
returned by the jury carried a penalty 
o ften years’ imprisonment. 

Schmisel's ‘counsel, Representative 
John B. Johnston, submitted to Judge 
Collins yesterday an affidavit signed by 
Paul Strashun, Juror 11, in the Schmis¢l 
trial, of 19 East Ninety-eighth Street. 
The affidavit charged that the jury ap- 
peared to be deadlocked on a _ verdict 


{with eight for conviction and four for 


acquittal when Juror 6, Robert C, 
Mayer, announced that he would not 
believe Louis I. Isquith, a lawyer, and 
one of Schmisel’s chief alibi witnesses 
under oath. 

Mayer then was declared to have 
taken from his wallet a clipping from a 
newspaper of Nov. 18, 1923, with the 
statement, “‘I’'ll show yuo what kind of 
a man Isquith is. He is the ringleader 
of a gang of crooks, of whom the de- 
fendant is one.’’ The clipping was read 
by each juror, it was alleged. Strashun’s 
affidavit also charged that the jurors 
thereupon accepted the contents of the 
clipping as true’ and all voted for 
Schmisel’s conviction. 

Statements by five other jurors at the 
trial also were submitted to the Court. 
One is said to haev admitted the clip 
ping had influeficed him and four dé- 
clared it had no influence. Judge Col- 
lins decided, however, that Schmisel’s 
rights had been prejudiced, set aside the 
verdict. and released Schmisel in $5,000 
bail pending a new trial.

IN 5 JERSEY CITIES

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 1.—To 
give workers injured while in the em- 
ploy of New Jersey manufacturers more 
efficient and less expensive medical 
treatment, six hospitals, perfectly 
equipped and with competent staffs, will 
be established in six citfes by the Manu- 
facturers’ Association of New Jersey, it | 
was announced here today during the 
eleventh annual convention of the asso- 
clation in the Hotel Traymore. The ses- | 
sions began today and will close tomor- 
row. 

The announcement was made by J.} 
Philip Bird of Plainfield, President, who | 
Was re-elected today for his thirteenth 
term. He has been President of the as- 
sociation since its organization. 

Divulging the hospital plan, Mr. Bird | 
declared that the ‘“‘ambulance-chasing | 
attorney’’ has been supplanted in New 
Jersey by the ‘“‘suave and persuasive 
doctor’’ whose fees in workmen's com- 
pensation cases had developed a ‘“‘new 
form of greed to be eradicated.”’ 

The six hospitals will include the pres- 
ent one at Newark. which will be bought 
from the New Jersey Casualty Com- 
Pany, a subsidiary of the Manufacturers’ 
Association. Other hospitals will be con- 
etructed at Paterson, Trenton, Jersey 
City, Camden and another city, yet to 
be designated. 

To do this work a company known as | 
the New Jersey Manufacturers’ Hose 
pitais, Inc., has been formed by the 
association, with a capital stock of 
$25,000. Any injured worker employed | 
by any manufacturer in this State would | 
be eligible for treatment at any of the 
six hospitals free of charge. 

Startling figures showing the mount- | 
tne fees of doctors in compensation 
claims were given by Mr. Bird. 

“The advent of compensation legisla- 
tion,’’ he said, ‘twas the death blow to 
ambulance- chasing attorneys. Ten years 
of operation, however, have developed a 
new form of greed, and every session 
of our Legislature finds a new and 
unique form of compensation, not for 
the Injured employe, but for the suave, 
persuasive doctor.’’ 

From 1917 to 1922, according to fig- 
ures quoted by Mr. Bird, the proportion 
of medical fees paid to premiums col- 
lected rose from 9.1 per cent. to 21.6 
per cent. 

“While the increase in premiums col-

payments amounted to $750,000."

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SAYS JERSEY LACKS 
INSURANCE POWERS 


Witness Tells Legislative Commit- 
tee State Has Little Control 
Over Fire Risk Rates. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N.-J., May 1.—The lack 
of State supervision over fire insurance 
rates marked today’s hearing before the 
legislative committee investigating the 
State Départment of Banking and In- 
surance. Christopher A. Gough, as- 
sistant to Deputy Banking Commissioner 
Thomas K. Johnston, was the principal 
witness, 

The power of the States with,respect 
to the fixing of fire insuranct rates, Mr. 
Gough said, is limited solely to the re- 


moval of discrimination between rates in 
which virtually the same risk is_ in- 


| volved. Answering a question by Attor- 


ney General Edward L. Katzenbach, 
Mr. Gough said that only a few of the 
small States exercise control .over fire 
|insurance rates. In these States, he 
added, conditions are very unsatisfac- 
tory. 

It was admitted by Mr. Gough that 
there is practically no rate competition 
between fire insurance companies in 
New Jersey, but this condition is prefer- 
able, he remarked, to the abuses char- 
acteristic of the ‘business when there 
was rate competition. Despite the lack 
of competition, continued the witness, 
New Jersey has,been for several years 
paying an average rate lower than the 
rate for the country. 

With respect to the licensing of insur- 
ance agents and brokers, Mr. Gough as- 
serted that closer scrutiny is made of 
the qualifications of the brokers because 
the agents are regarded as the direct 
the companies and 
the companies are held responsible for 
their acts. More than 49,000 licenses 
were issued last year, he reported, and 
the fees amounted to $189,166. 

More than a half million dollars a 
year is now being paid by the State to 
the New Jersey remen’s Association 
and its lecal Y ceueee and ‘the New 
Jersey Firemen’s Home at Boonton, it 
was revealed. Although the investigators 
knew of the law under which the pay- 
ment is authorized, none apparen.ly had 
any idea that the amount involved was 
so large 

The ‘meney is collected by the State in 
the form\of a tax levied against foreign 
fire insurance companies doing business 
in New Jersey, accoraing to Deputy 
Johnston. The bulk, however, is paid 
directly to the local branches, continued 


the 


the State. In this manner, he said, 


j} insurance companies turned over some 


$330, 000 to the association from last 


year's tax. 

The State Banking Department, de- 
clared Mr. Johnston, did handle about 
£185,000, but this sum also was handed 
over to the firemen, $174,000 being paid 
on requisition to the Treasurer of the 
State association and $20,000 to the 
Treasurer of the home at Boonton. The 
additional sum required in making these 
two payments came, he explained, from 
a surplus and interest of the previous 
year’s collection. 

Asked if the State had any supervision 
as to the use to,which this money was 
put, Mr. Johnston replied that there 
was none, He further stated that the 
requisitions were usually received in ad- 
vance of the tax payment and were gen- 
erally of such amount as to exhaust 
the entire tax. 

It also was developed that Mr, John- 
ston is personally ned bo tha for the 
checking of reports filed by the Depart- 
ment of Banking and Insurance InvestI- 
gators. Reports submitted last year 
were said to total 365. 

Although he has been.able to handle 
the work thus far, the opinion was ex- 
pressed by Mr. Johnston that he would 
soon require assistance. The number of 
institutions {s steadily increasing, he 
pointed out, and go are the resources 
and business of the companies. Even 
now, he added, it is not always possible 
for him to check the reports as expedi- 
tiously as he would like.

Argentina, Chile and Uruguay 
Accept Working Agreement 
With State Commission. 


TO TAKE EFFECT AT ONCE

A working agreement between the 
State Athletic Commission and the box- 
ing authorities of South America was 
effected yesterday morning at the cus- 
tomary week-end meeting of the Empire 
State authorities, to become operative 
immediately. The agreement is similar 
to those which have been effected be- 
tween the New York solons and those 
of Massachusetts and Pennsylvania, and 
along similgr lines to that which it is 
expected will be reached without undue 
delay between the local body and the 
authorities of California. Its acceptance 
follows a visit paid the local commission 
last Tuesday by a delegation of South 
Americans interested,in the coalition. 

Chairman James A. Farley represented 
the New York body in the draft of the 
agreement made public by the commis- 
sion. This draft provides that the 
parties to the agreement recognize the 
jurisdiction of each separate body and 
abide by each other’s rulings in matters 
of disciplinary action and otherwise. 
The draft of the agreement, drawn up 
for the purpose of ‘‘establishing a fa- 
vorable link in order to enforce dis- 
cipline and morale in professional box- 
ing,”’ follows:

LONDON, May 1.—A report that Betty 
Blythe, motion picture actress, had

In reducing’ the verdict obtained by 
Samuel Katz against the Pacific Bank 
| from $2,000 to six cents the court finds 
that the mistake was made because two 
| depositors had the same name, and 
states that the plaintiff did not prove 
that he sustained any special damage 
because he was not a merchant. He 
was manager of a drug company, but 
did not give, the check in connection 
with the business. It was paid to a 
brokerage house with which he had 
had personal dealings, and it was not 
shown that he sustained actual damage 
through the dishonoring of his check. 
In the suit of James S. McDonough 
against Paine, Webber & Co. he alleged 
that the brokers made unlawful interest 
charges against him and carried on 
fictitious dealings which were reported 
to him as genuine, and refused to- ac- 
count when asked to do so. The account 
covered the period from 1916 to 1920. 

The chief defense was that the month- 
ly statements sent to the customer con- 
stituted an accounting, and that since 
he accepted them without objection he 
could not claim that the brokers had 
not accounted.

I am a New York City school principal, re-

vice. I am over 80 years of age and since 
have visited nearly every 
school in Manhattan Island, and I can 
therefore speak from personal knowledge 
and experience. I confidently assert that 
the public ‘schools of New York City are 
doing the wonderful work of amalgamating 
foreign immigration for the whole United 
States.

Lieutenant Colonel Mortimer Boyle of 
2,719 Heath Avenue, Bronx, lawyer and 
World War veteran, who was second in 
command of the 328th Infanty of the 
Eighty-second Division in the closing 
months of the war, died yesterday after 
an illness of fifteen months ef pernicious 
anemia in Roosevelt Hospital, where he 
had been a patient since March 1. His

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CRAIG WINS FIGHT | 


ON $5,000,000 BONDS 


Refuses to Withhold Them for 
City Employes’ Retire- 
ment Fund. 


WILL SELL TO HIGH BIDDER 


Mayor and Controller Accuse Each! 
Other of Issuing False 
Statements. 


The Board of Estimate engaged in 
another spectacular session yesterday 
from which Controller Charles L. Craig 
emerged the apparent victor. The board 
entangled itself in a web of intricate 
municipal finance from which its mem- 
bers struggled to the rim occasionally, 
long enough to hear the Mayor and the 
Controller accuse each other persistently 
of ‘issuing “false and misleading state- 
ments.’’ 

Controller Craig, retaliating for the 
criticism freely showered upon him in 
the past by Mayor Hylan and City 
Chamberlain Berolzheimer for his meth- 
ods of investing funds of the New York 
City Employes’ Retirement System, sat 
and grinned yesterday when his col- 
leagues of the board recognized him as 
master of the situation and besought 
him to help them out of their dilemma. 

Their problem was to find some. way to 


force the Controller to withhold $5,000,- 
000 worth of the $60,000,000 of gol serial 
bonds of the City of New York, bearing 
4% per cent. interest, which Mr. Craig 
for some tim@ has been publicly adver- 
tising to be sold to the highest bidder 
at noon next Tuesday. ey wanted 
the ‘$5,000,000 worth of these securities 
withheld in order that they might be 
absorbed at par by the City Employes 
Retirement System fund, which would 
thus derive the benefit of interest double 
that which their money is now earning. 

After Controller Craig had declined to 
follow in&tructions contained in a mo- 
tion made by Acting Aldermanoc Pres!i- 
dent Collins, on ground it 
was too late and had 
been criticized for other investments he 
had handled for the fund, Mr. Collins 
and Borough President Julius Miller of 
Manhattan framed two resolutions simi- 
lar to those drafted a year ago when the 
Controller was ‘directed to make a like 
investment. When the resolutions were | 
offered and adopted Controller Craig 
chuckled and said: ‘‘The situation is dif- 
ferent from that of a year ago. I am 
Controller and I am going to attend to 
my business as Controller and sell these 
— on Tuesday to the highest bid- 
ers.”’ 

The Controller then added: 
necessary recommendations regarding 
advisable investments several months 
ago. They were in accordance with my 
past policy. 

“Up to a year ago my suggestions 
on the retirement fund investments in- 
creased the total of that fund by sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. Later, 
his Honor the Mayor fed to the press 
false and malicious statements to the 
effect that the Controller had given in- 
defensible advice about investments, | 
The Mayor further said that, because 
of the Controller’s advice, the retire- 
ment fund had lost a great deal of 
money by the sale of Liberty bonds, due 
to the fact that the bonds rose 1 point 
after the sale of bonds in which retire- 
ment funds were invested had been 
made. As a matter of fact, the city 
made money, because With the proceeds 
of those bonds we bought municipal 
bonds of the City of New York, which 
rose thereafter more than did the Lib- 
erty bonds. 

“The Mayor then instituted a series 
of litigations and sent the Corporation 
Counsel -into court to prove that the 
Controller was guilty of mishandling tlie 
city’s funds and to create the impres- 
sion that the funds were embezzled. I 
always have my own remedy and I de- 
feated the litigation 100 per cent. Now 
I have been waiting six weeks for the 
Mayor to show the board how to invest 
these funds and I am waiting yet.” 

Mayor Hylan, who had maintained a 
serious silence up to that point, said: 
“It would keep a man busy denying 
these misleading and lying statements. 
If there ever was a Controller who de- 
terred public officials from their duties, 
it is the present Controller.”’ 

After the meeting was over Controller 
Craig pointed out to newspaper .men 
that the Collins motions were useless, 
as they had failed to have the board 
provide for a deposit of 2% per cent. 
of the amount of bonds to be purchased, 
which is necessary to legalize the bid. 

The resolution offered by Acting Al- 
dermanic President Collins call for 
the purchase of the bonds ‘‘at par,’’ and 
Controller Craig insisted after the meet- 
ing that the bonds would be sold to 
the highest bidders on Tuesday. |

BOSTON, May 1.—¥ollowing their ex- 
amination of Colonel John C. Coolidge 
today, Dr. Paul D. White'of the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital and Dr. Ar- 
thur L. Chute stated that the father of 
President Coolidge had a slow pulse, 
varying from thirty-eight to fifty-six 
per minute, and that this condition, 
known as heart block, was sometimes 
found with advancing age. Colonel Cool- | 
idge is 80 years old. | 

Dr. Albert M. Cram, Mr. Coolidge’s | 
personal physician, who accompanied 
him from Vermont, said that nothing of | 
a serious nature had been discovered. | 
The heart condition was to be expected | 
in one of Colonel Coolidge’s years and | 
dieting and moderation in all things | 
would be the only treatment reyutred. | 

A report will be mailed to Colonel 
Coolidge when the specialists have haa 
an opportunity to study their data. 

Dr. Cram said that sincg his recent 
visit to the White House lonel Cool- 
idge had been receiving medicine for 
his heart from the President’s physician. 

Colonel Coolidge, when the examina- 
tion was over, turned his back on the 
city without delay, takin the first 
available train for Plymouth, Vt.

Prisoner Gives Same Name as 
That of Donor of the Has- 
kell Bracelets. 


ARRESTED AT MINEOLA 


Accused of Trying to Kiss Young 
Woman Clerk in the Court 
House There.

HEMPSTEAD, L. I., May 1.—A man 
giving his name as Harry Moffit, but 
refusing to admit that he was the 
Harry Moffat who several days ago 
anonymously sent valuable bracelets to 
the daughter and niece of County Judge 
Reuben L. Haskell in Brooklyn, was 
arraigned here today before Walter R. 
Jones, justice of the peace, charged 
with annoying two young women em- 
ployes at tho court house in Mineola. 
The prisoner was specifically charged 
with assault by Miss Isabel O’Connor, 
a clerk, of Westbury, L. I., and with 


disorderly conduct by Miss Gladys 
Knecht, telephone operator. 

Moffit appeared in the court house yes- 
terday and encountered three young 
women clerks in the court house cor- 
ridors. It is alleged that he attempted 
to kiss Miss O’Connor. She pushed him 
aside and, with her two companions, 
fled. 

Nothing was said of the matter until 
today, when Moffit appeared in the tele- 
phone room of the court house and an- 
noyed Miss Knecht so persistently that 
she had him arrested. few hours 
later Moffit was held in $200 bail after 
having pleaded ilty to Miss Knecht’s 
charges. When Keeper George Hoffman 
questioned him at the jail the prisoner 
said that Judge Haskell was “a good 
friend” of his. 

Judge Haskell, who, with his brother, 
Robert H. Haskell, traced the mysteri- 
ous bracelets last week their donor, 
Harry Moffat, the Judge’s political 
friend, said last night that he was in- 
clined to think that the giver of the 
bracelets and the prisoner were one and 
the same person. He said that Moffat 
appeared to be slightly deranged and 
believed that he should be sent to an 
institution. 


PRINCIPAL DENOUNCES 
SCHOOLGIRLS’ ATTIRE 


His Letter on Short Skirts and 
Bare Knees Stirs Indignation 
in Jamaica. 


Bare knees, short skirts and sleeve- 
less dresses, the use of rouge and lip- 
stick, the excessive use of face powder 
and the chewing of gum by Jamaica 
High School girls were condemned yes- 
terday in a letter written by Principal 
Charles H. Vosburgh to the parents of 
1,500 girl pupils. 

Many parents, it was said, were in- 
dignant over the reproaches made in 
the letter on their daughters’ dress, but 
only one person, Edwin Hardy, son of 
the Rev. Arthur S. Hardy of Palatina 
Avenue, Hollis. former President of the 
Jamaica High School General Organiza- 
tion, was outspoken in his criticism. 

“The Jamaica High School girls,’’ he 
said, “are no different from other girls 
in the city high schools. It is unfair 
that they should be subjected to such 
criticism. ‘The other day two girls were 
ordered out of the school library for 
improper. dress. These girls are above 
reproach and I think it harsh that the 
teacher should have hurt their feelings.” 

Dr. Vosburgh declared the necessity 
for the letter was obvious. 

‘“‘High school girls are likely to dress 
to extremes,’’ he said. ‘‘A good many 
tell their parents that it is necessary for 
them to dress jn the manner they do 
because the oth*r girls dress that way. 
The letter was merely to let the parents 
know how we feel about the matter. 

“There is no more need for the let- 
ters regarding the Jamaica High School 
girls, however, than there is need for 
correction in other schools. ‘We are 
trying to make a standard for dress. 
We believe a conservative dress is ap- 
propriate for school, as the evening 
gown is for formal night dress. We 
believe in simplicity.”’ 

Last March Dr. Vosburgh criticized 
more than 100 pupils of the Jamaica 
Higtr School for attending a dance given 
by the Sigma Delta Phi fraternity at 
a Lynbrook roadhouse where, it was 
said, liquor was served, and in the re- 
sultant investigation young Hardy re- 
signed as President of the student body.

Prince Joins Heartily In the Spirit 
of Fun and Hears a Burlesque 
on His Many Nemes.

CAPE TOWN, South Africa, May in| 
The energy which the Prince of Wales | 
is infusing into each of his multifarious 
duties has astonished Cape Town, now 
that he has had a second day every bit 
as busy as the first, but the Prince is 
enjoying himself itnmensely and looks 
exceptionally fit in a country of fit men. 

Early today Cape Town students made 
a determined attempt to take charge of 
him and appeared at the Government 
house in tented wagon drawn by 
twelve oxen in which he was conducted 
through the streets to the City Hall. 

When the Prince was drawn from his 
room by the sound of lusty cheers, he 
stepped out to the portico and greatly 
enjoyed the first ‘‘rag’’ with the South 
African students, A big bearded 
“Boer,” with a flintlock and veld- 
schoens, offered his hand and a gruff 
greeting in Dutch. Tne Prince then 


came out, with a group of ‘‘mortar- 
boards’’ of bearde and fur-capped 
“Cossacks,”’ wearing uniforms which 
blended historic and histrionic elements 
in bizzare confusion. In the rear came 
the university jazz lorry with a load of 
the leading politicians of reeeeey and 
today. One noticed an impersonation of 
General Hertzog, wagging a warning 
finger lugubriously at the crowd. ‘‘Pre- 
mier Baldwin’’ puffed a -_ as though 
in mortal fear of its going out and 
“David Lloyd George’ and ‘‘Ramsay 
MacDonald’’ panted as they bawled 
verses. One young fellow descended to- 
ward the town in advance of the creak- 
ing wagon garbed in the scanty jackal 
skins of the Zulu warrior, with assegai 
and shield. Inside the City Hall the 
Prince was then installed as Chancellor 
of the University of Cape Town and an 
honorary degree of LL. D. was con- 
ferred on him. 


Hen Interrupts the Ceremonies. 


Silence fell as Sir Carruthers Beattie, 
the Vice Chancellor and principal, in a 
sky-blue satin robe, led the Prince, who 
was wearing a dark blue velvet robe 
paneled with gold, to the, Chancellor’s 
chair. The degree was conferred by 
Professor Ritchie, Dean of the Faculty 
of Arts, 


The first formal ceremonies over, the 
spirits of the students once more aban- 
doned restraint and an animated chorus 
sung a rhyme wherein ‘Edward Chris- 
tian George’. was asked to remember 
and ‘Patrick David” not to forget that 
day. Suddenly in the middle of further 
more formal proceedings a white leg- 
horn hen stood upon the stage, smuggled 
in as by magic, and stood there with 
the university colors draped over her 
back and_ shaking out her ruffled 
feathers. The hen regarded Sir Car- 
ruthers Ritchie, who was speaking, the 
students chuckled and the Prince smiled 
broadly. 

After the ‘‘capping’’ some one shouted 
“Edward, now you are South,” and to 
his set speech the new Chancellor ad- 
ded a pleasing little extemporized speech 
which was vociferously applauded. 


Views Beautiful Scenery. 


Immediately after the ceremony was 
completed the party went on a long 
drive. The Prince saw the health re- 
sort, which lies, serenely beautiful, be- 
tween Table Bay and Simonstown, out 


along the western road skirting Lion’s 
Rump. The procession passed through 
suburban streets and between the villas 
of Three Anchor Bay and the bathing 
avilions of Sea Point. Beyond the 
rown bump of Lion’s Head it entered 
a stretch of lovely exhiiarating coast 
scenery and beautiful blue seas, past 
Clifton, with its Jumbled bungalows, to 
Bachelor Point, where the surf bubbles 
against rocky beaches. 

The Prince beheld the beetlebrows of 
the Twelve Apostles, overlooking Camp 
Bay, and the solitude of the steep brown 
dolomites and giddy promontories. At 
Llandudno his car entered a gorgeous 
Hout Bay villa, whence there was a 
prospect of distant peaks and nearer fer- 
tile allotments, 

At_the entrance to Chapman's. Bay 
the Prince was shown the point wHence, 
across an expanse of oaks, eucalyptuses 
and Kaffir buts, the Atlantic and Indian 
oceans are both visible, 

A short run across the neck of the 
penineute. then brought him into the 

reezes of False Bay; with the docks of 
Simonstown to the right and the sea- 
side houses of Kalk Bay and Nuizen- 
burg at his feet. Every villager and 
every child turned out to hail him and 
the villas along the front displayed 
flags, balloons and “gol!y wogs.’’ 


Visits Groot Constantia 


The drive ended in the grounds of 
Groot Constantia, a delightful Old World 
mansion, built by Simon van der Stel, 
where the royal party joined the guests 
of the Cape Administfator and the 
Committee of the Province of the Cape 
of Good Hope for a iuncleon, given 
in the grounds; and between overhang- 
ing branches and bowers there was 
superb views over the vineyard dis- 
tricts of Tokaiand and Wynberg, the 
pale blue mountains of False Bay and 
the back of Table Mountain over which 
flakes of white cloud lapped and 
plunged like spray. 

After the luncheon a silver model map 
of the peninsula was presented to the 
Prince, with a. magnifying glass to en- 
able him to study more minutely ~ the 
cep of roads. and countryside over 

hich he had driven. 

Later a visit was made to Croote 
Schuur House, built by Cecil Rhodes, at 
the foot of Table Mountain. ° After- 
noon tea was served in the Summer 
house. 

During the afternoon the Prince laid a 
memorial stone on the site of the new 
Cape University, near Grocte Schuur.

In the presence of half a dozen rela- 
tives and a like number of newspaper 
men, Morris and Joseph Diamond, exe- 


cuted at Sing Sing on Thursday night | 


for the murder of the West End Bank 
messengers, were buried in Mount Zion 
Cemetery at Maspeth, Queens, late yes- 
terday afternoon, The prayers for the 
dead were read. 

The bodies were brought from Sing 
Sing early in the afternoon, after an 
order had been obtained from Mra. 
Diamond on Warden Lawes for their 
removal. Thousands of persons stood 
in the drizzling rain in front of the 
undertaking parlors on 
Avenue, between 164th and 165th Streets 
when the bodies arrived there. Then, 
in two hearses, the bodies were taken 
to.the. cemetery, where they were met 
by Mrs. Dora Diamond, her daughters 
and a few male relatives. 


The body of Joseph Farina, executed 
with the Diamonds, was also brought 
from Sing Sing yesterday afternoon. It 
was taken to an undertaking establish- 
ment on Amsterdam Avenue and will be 
buried privately.

Last Letter of Morris Diamond. 


Rabbi Jacob Katz, Jewish chaplain at 
Sing Sing Prison, announced yesterday 
that one hour before he was sent to the 
electric chair Morris Diamond, the eider 
of the slayers, called for paper ane 
pencil and wrote this statement: ' 
ro Rabbi Jacob Katz. 

Kind Sir: 

I am taking this opportunity to 
thank you for all the kindnesses that 
you-have done for me and for mine. 
Please also thank, in my name, the 
Warden for all the kindnesses he has 
shown to my family, 


I want to say a word, through you, 
to all the young people of the land. 
Stay away fr6m bad company and 
love your mother. She is your dearest 
friend. If you will search for all the 
treasures in the world you will not 
find a treasure like your mother. 
Understand this. 

My tragedy is a double one. I have 
strayed from the right path due to my 
associations. But as for my brother, 
Joe, wherein is he guilty? A pure 
soul is being brought here as a sacri- 
fice. Ask of his friends and they will 
tell you what a fine fellow he is. Now 
he must die for the sins of his 
brother—perjured testimony and con- 
victed by a prejudiced jury, I swear 
by my God, to Whom I now'stand so 
near. 

I ask of you, my kind friend, to help 
my poor mother. Her fate is the bit- 
terest. She was ready to put down 
her life if only we would not die this 
shameful death. For God’s sake help 
her. I leave you with a prayer on 
my lips. Help my mother, my poor 
broken mother. God will reward you.

Rabbi Urges Religious Teaching. 


The Rabbi gave out this statement of 
his own views: 


One clear belief emerges from the 
chaos of my thoughts on the morning 
after this triple execution, and that 
is. that the only remedy for crimé 
among my people I can think of is a 
return of my people to their syna- 
gogues and an insistence upon relig- 
ious teaching and training of the 
youth, especially boys in the adolescent 
age. At thirteen the Jewish boys are 
confirmed, and after that their par- 
ents, in this age, seem to think that 
they need have no more religious 
training. 

Parents themselves should set. a 
moral example for their children. Too 
many Jews of our own generation 
neglect their religion and go to the 
synagogue only twice a year. 

They do not turn serioushy to their 
synagogues but are content with com- 
ing on Jewish New Years and on the 
Day of Atonement. I can’t help but 
repeat that Jewish religious education 
‘breaks down completely after the thir- 
teenth year, the very time when young 
boys especially need influence and in- 
spiration. 

The. tragedy of the execution of 
Joseph Diamond was brought home to 
me when he prayed, before his time 
had come, for ‘‘mother and my sisters 
and Morris’s little boy.’’ After the first 
jolt in the electric chair, his flannel 
shirt was unbuttoned and a piece of 
paper fluttered out. The paper was a 
picture of Joe’s mother, and on it was 
written, ‘‘Dearest, sweetest - mother, 
God bless you.”’ 


Against the Death Penalty. 


IT am an official of the State in my 
capacity of Jewish chaplain, and I be- 
lieve in abiding by the laws of the 


State, but I cannot help hoping and 
dreaming that the death penalty will 
be abolished. 

I do not believe that it is a deterrent 
to-.crime. I have talked with too many 
men in the death house and have asked 
them if they thought of the possibility 
of the electric chair. Not one of them 
but said he had not. 

Although I pleaded with Governor 
Smith last Tuesday that a mother be 
not bereft of two sons on the same 
night, I want to express my confidence 
in the Governor. I know from my own 
eo tais morning that the Gover- 
nor, kind-hearted and humane man 
that he is, must have felt very deeply 
the tragedy enacted at Sing Sing last 
~— which he felt he could not pre- 
vent.

WASHINGTON, May  1.—Presidend 
Coolidge in an address today on the nae 
| tional highway crisis, warned that while 
the very great cities have certain ade¢ 
vantages for the people, the disadvane 
} tages seem to be multiplying faster. 

Welcoming Secretaries of automobile 
clubs affiliated with the American 
.Automobile Association here to study 
traffic problems, the Pregident said that 
the problems “reach a hundred times 
| deeper than the mere superficial prob- 
|} lem of getting streams of motor cars 
moved through city streets.’’ ; 

“They -have fo do,” he added, ‘‘with 
| the elementals of social organization, 
They concern vital phases of commun 
ity welfare and progress.’’ 

President Coolidge spoke to ths 
visitors, of whom there were about 500, 
from the south portico of the White 
House. 

“To receive you gentlemen here at the 

White House,”’ the President said, “has 
been my opportunity to attest my deep 
interest in ue matters which you have 
gathered to~consider. You come in be- 
half of some hundreds of automobile 
clubs which have enlisted in the effort 
| to improve the conditions of highway 
traffic, and lessen the appalling num- 
ber of traffic accidents. The subject 
deserves all the attention it is now 
receiving at the hands of both the publie 
authorities and the organized motorists. 
| “TI shall-not deliver a speech to you, 
and, therefore, have not equipped my- 
| self with the statistics of traffic ac- 
| cidents, which are thoroughly familiar 
to you. Neither do I intend to repeat 
the familiar formulas of advice to both 
drivers and pedestrians, to exercise care 
at all times. I do wish, however, to 
say a word on a different aspect of the 
traffic problem. 





Two Forms of Highway Crisis. 


‘The coming of millions of motor 
cars brought a highway crisis. It took 
one form in the cities, and another 
form in the country. 

“The motor car invasion found the 
open country with plenty of room for 
the new vehicles, but without fit roads. 
On the other hand, it found cities and 
towns that had been laid out and built 
at a time when it was impossible to 
anticipate the traffic congestions that 
the motor cars precipitated. 

“The open country has dealt with ita 
part of this problem by providing good 
roads on an amazing scale and at a 
tremendous cost. The cities were not 
able to adjust themselves so quickly, 
and so they confronted a_ situation 
which plainly implied the necessity for 
completely overhauling and reshaping 
their highway and traffic system. 

“It is perfectly plain that if, when 
our cities and towns were first laid out, 
the motor car revolution could have 
been anticipated, both ground plans and 
structures would have been arranged on 
widely different lines. The relations be- 
tween business and residence and in- 
dustrial districts would have been vast- 
ly different. Convenient and adequate 
parking spaces would have been pro- 
vided, quite as a matter of course. Ones 
cannot help wondering how -a model 
city, adapted to the conditions they all 
now confront, would have been organ- 
ized if from its beginning these con<- 
ditions could have been foreseen. 


Deplores Congestion in Cities. 


“But that speculation has little more 
than an academic value to us. Our city 
and town authorities are called to deal 
with the practical question of adjuat- 
ing themselves to conditions that could 


|not have possibly been anticipated Bil- 
| lions of dollars in property value, not to 
mention the whole mode of living for 
many millions of people, are involved. 
“It seems fairly certain that if, a half 
century ago, men could have foreseen 
this transportation revolution, they 
would have agreed that it meant an end 
to the congestion of population in the 
limited areas of cities. It would have 
been assumed that when once the busti- 
ness man-and the working man found 
themselves able to live many miles away 
from their employment there would im- 
mediately begin a sweeping redistribu- 
tion of population, spreading it over 
wider areas and organizing it in quite 
| different communities. 
| ‘**Yet experience has been quite the 
contrary. Instead of using the .new 
transit facilities to end overcrowding, 
people have seemed determined to crowd 
themselves more than ever. The apart- 
ment house, the skyscraping commercial 
duilding and the elevator have tended 
to increase congestion. Electric rail- 
ways, subways and motor cars have 
tended to diffusion of the people. It 
must be said that, thus far, the victo- 
ries have been all on the side of the 
skyscrapers, the elevators and an ever- 
increasing congestion of population. 
*“‘Some recent studies by engineers and 
sociologists have led to doubts whether 
the superior efficiency of the very 
great cities as business, industrial and 
cultural centres can be taken altogether 
for granted. They have advantages, 
but they also have disadvantage; and 
the. disadvantages seem to be multiply- 
ing fastest. 


Urges a Social View of Problem. 


“Tt do not presume to judge between 
those investigators who conclude that 
the cities must inevitably go on with 


their rapid rate of growth, and those 
others who tell us that transportation 
and industrial programs must be made 
to counteract this tendency and bring 
diffusion of the population masses. But 
it must be apparent that whichever 
view is correct, many and difficult and 
costly readjustments must be made. 

“There is need for concerted, funda- 
mental and courageous consideration of 
all the questions involved. They reach 
a hundred times deeper than the mere 
superficial problem of getting streams 
of. motor -cars moved through city 
streets. They have to do with the ele- 
mentals of social organization. They 
concern vital phases of community wel- 
fare and progress. : 

“The physical configuration of our 
cities, the direction of the mighty cur- 
rents of the nation’s commerce, the 
continent-wide distribution of popula- 
tion and industry—these are all in- 
cluded among the problems with which 
you gentlemen are dealing. I cannot 
too earnestly urge you to take the 
broadest and most inclusive view of 
them. You will be in no danger of 
overemphasizing them. You will help 
most if you will visualize them to your- 
selves, and help the rest of us to vis- 
ualize them, in-their actual character 
and full proportions.”’ 

The American Automobile Association 
was one of the principal. organization 
members of the Hoover Conference on 
Street and Highway Safety, and many 
of the clubs have already put into ef- 
fect measures which have led to the 
material reduction of automobile fa- 
talities in many of the larger cities of 
the country. 

One of the principal objects of the 
present conference is to make these 
measures applicable to the country as 
a whole, mainly through a campaign 
of -public education. Such.a’ campai 
has already been put into effect by

A Record in Bank Clearings. 


With exchange of checks at the New 
York Clearing House totaling $1,697,- 
000,000 yesterday, the highest on record 
and bettering by $32,009,000 the former

stating that “the Bank of England 
bought £10,000 bar gold and sold £414,- 
000."

ON GERMAN BONDS 


American Investors Hear That 
Revaluation of War Issues Will 
Hit Them Hard. 


QUESTION 2 LATER LOANS 


Notes of 1922 and 1923 Will Have 
Little Value, Says Dealer Here, 
Who Seeks Defensive Action. 


The formation of a protective com- 
mittee to care for the interests of Amer- 
ican holders of German war bonds is 
under contemplation. Its need was said 
yesterday to have grown out of the 
German Government’s revaluation pro- 
gram, announced six weeks ago, which 
set a 5 per cent. valuation for redemp- 
tion upon all war bonds held prior to 
July 1, 1920, but rendered valueless all 
securities acquired after that date. This 
action, it was claimed, would hit Amer- 
ican holders of the bonds particularly. 
Most of their purchases were made in 
the last three or four years. 

Arthur M. Meyerowitz, a dealer in for- 
eign bonds, 149 Broadway, said he had 
been requested to take action by Amer- 
ican holders of German bonds and had 
been advised by several German bank- 
ers that some action should be taken. 
He said he had conferred with other 


dealers in such securities and was 
awaiting the opinions of his clients. 

Many complaints have been expressed 
about the German revaluation bill, par- 
ticularly, insofar, as it was said to have 
left the American buyers of the securi- 
ties out of the reckoning. One cable- 
gram to Mr. Meyerowitz stated that 
criticism was directed chiefly against 
the virtual repudiation of two post-war 
loans. One was the forced loan of 1922, 
which under the present plan would 
have very little value. The other was 
the issuance by the German Government | 
of Treasury notes in 1923 under an 
agreement which set a fixed gold value, 
but a value which has since been 
whittled down to little or nothing. 

“Had the German Government in- 
tended to render these securities worth- 
less,’’ said Mr. Meyerowitz, ‘‘it seems to 
many of us that it should never have 
permitted them to be listed and traded 
in the German Stock Exchanges. Its 
action in rendering these securities prac- | 
tically valueless goes against all stock 
trading rules of all nations. For in all 
other countries the buyers of securities— 
regerdnees of when they buy them—ac- 
quire all rights and assume all obliga- 
tions with the passing of title. The 
German Government would nullify such

Mr. Meyerowitz-received another cable 
telling of a report in Germany that the 
Government of Siam had negotiated a 
commercial treaty with Germany under 
which its nationals were to he repaid 
for their investments in German war 
bonds, even after 1920. Such treatment 
should also be accorded to American 
buyers of the bonds, he said. 

Mr. Meyerowitz received a letter from 
Lewis Arthur McGowan of Washington, 
D. C.,slawyer, who said that the sep- 
arate Treaty of Peace between the 
United States and Germany had given 
the right to American citizens to recover 
some of their losses, sustained as a con- 
sequence of the war. Among the losses 
listed were those under the captions of 
mark balances in German banks and of 
German securities purchased in Ger- 
many and the United States.

Governing Committee Acts to 
Prevent Domination by 
Outside Interests. 


TO PREVENT FEE-SPLITTING 


Action Is an Outgrowth of the In- | 
corporation of Former Mem- | 
ber Concerns. | 


In order to have more control over 
the operations of Stock Exchange mem- | 
bers interested in corporations or joint | 
the Board of 
Governors of the Stock Exchange has 


|adopted a resolution stating that when 


such affiliations interfere with the pro- 
cedure of business of the Stock Ex- | 
change member or firm, such association | 
shall be discontinued in the discretion 
of the Governing Committee. ul 

The reason for adopting the resolution | 
at this time was not explained in Stock 
Exchange circles, but the name of the 
firm against which the resolution was 
directed was common gossip. Members | 
of the firm in question, however, stated 
that they had nothing to say and de- 
clared that they had known nothing of | 
the resolution until newspaper men | 
called it to their attention. 

The statement issued by the Stock Ex- 
change says: 
“Whenever it shall appear to the Gov- 
erning Committee that a member, indi- 
vidually or through his firm, or partner 
or partners therein, has such a busi- | 
ness connection with a corporation or| 
association that the corporation or asso- | 
ciation dominates the business of the 
member of firm or controls the policy 
of such business, said committee shall | 
require the discontinuance of such busi- 


ness connection.” 

It was explained in certain quarters 
larger old} 
Exchange firms in recent years | 
had severed their connections with the | 
Exchange and entered strictly invest- |

ment business. Such severing of con- 
nections was obligatory in view of the | 
fact that many of these firms. either 
incorporated or became joint stock com- 
panies. Under such conditions all busi- 
ness transacted with New York Stock 
Exchange members commanded full com- 
missions the same as to the individual 
or any other outsider.

the use of messengers for this service. | 
Member banks have received the use | 


of a room on the eighth floor of the new | 
Reserve Bank Building, where, | 
Mr. Boggs went | three times a day, two representatives 


from each bank meet in the room to 
exchange checks. Previously a small | 
army of messengers carried the checks | 
from bank to bank. About thirty large 
Wall Street banks are meking use of 
the new system, which is similar to the 
Clearing House, except that instead of 
exchanging debits the banks exchange 
credits in foreign exchange.

Productions Exceeds Needs. 
“This. shows that the production of 
gasoline has been running ahead of the 
country’s needs, although it is always 
necessary to put into storage gonsider- 
able quantities of gasoline at this time

Certain 
of the refiners, because of lack of 
storage or for reasons of finance, found 
it impossible to follow the general policy 
of accumulating. stocks during the Win- 
ter months, and their ‘surplus output, 
pressing for market, resulted in estab- 
lishing a lower price in the primary 
marketing centres in Oklahoma and 
North Texas.

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SEEK REPEAL 
OF ESPIONAGE ACT 


Civil Liberties Union to Fight In- 
tolerance—Wants Sedition 
Prisoners Freed. 


Free speech is ‘“‘freer’’ than it was 
last year, but there is still too much 
intolerance in the United States, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, made 
public yesterday. The report announced 
an educational campaign for tolerance 
through religious, civic, professional 
and women’s organizations. 

The union said that in 1925 it intended 
to fight for ‘‘the restoration of civil 
rights to all persons convicted under 
the Espionage act and special war laws 
restricting freedom of opinion,’’ and for 
the repeal by Congress of restrictive war 
legislation. It also will try to obtain 
the release of the ninety-eight Federal 
prisoners held under sedition and crimi- 
Nal syndicalist laws; contest laws, re- 
stricting freedom of teaching and fight 
local free speech issues. 

The following four objects will be 
sought in the. next Congress, according 
to the report: ; 

1. Repeal of the war-time passport 
control law under which the Secretary . 
of State issues visas. Under this law 
Count Michael Karolyi was prevented . 
from, engaging in political activities by - 
the ruling of Secretary Hughes. : 

2. Repeal of the war-time Espionage 
act, still on the statute books, though 
most of it is suspended in- peace-time: 
Sweeping, postoffice censorship powers 
remain, though at present.not used. 

3. cegeence to the deportation bill, 
defeated in the last Congress, and to 
be introduced again this December. 
This bill opens the doors wide to the 
deportation of aliens for slight of- 
fenses 

4. Passage of an act granting citi- 
zenship to all natives of the Virgin 
Islands, whether residing in the Is- 
lands or in the United States—of whom 
there are about 15,000 residing in New 
York Citv—and to replace the present 
naval ruie in the. Isiands ‘by a civil 
form of government. Efforts are be- 
ing made by the union to get this 
form of government by an.administra- 
tive order of the President before Con- 
gress meets. !

APRIL - RAINS ANALYZED 


Records Reflect a Marked Deficiency 
in Alabama, Mississippi, Georgia, 
Loyisiana, South Carolina. 


Killing frosts in the Winter wheat belt 
and predictions of frost. in the northern 
portions of Arkansas, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and Georgia last night, stimulated 
a covering movement in cotton yester- 
day. Prices gained a quarter of a cent 
at one time and closed 6 to 11 points 
higher than Thursday. With long liqui- 
dation in the May position’ completed 
prior to notice day Tuesday, that month 
strengthened. to around 24% cents, which 
was half a cent above low levels of the 
week. A decrease of 221,000 bales in the 
visible supply, record figures for the 
season and 140,000 bales more than the 
corresponding week last year, together 
with. the lightest rainfall in the cotton 
belt for the last two weeks. helped the 
market, 
piled by the Cotton Exchange from offi- 
cial daily reports, reflect a-marked de- 
ficiency over a large part of Alabama, 
Mississippi, Georgia, Louisiana and 
South Carolina. Many stations received 


less than an-inch during the course /of 
the entire month. 

Early trading was influenced by a con- 
tinuation of the demand for near months, 
while operations in distant positions re- 
flected apathy in foreign quotations. As 
compar with several rallies of 20 to 
30 points In the local market at various 
times the last few days, Liverpool re- 
mained not far from low records made 
during the decline. Spot sales, however, 
increased to 10,000 bales yesterday, of 
which 8,000 were American. As new crop 
months abroad failed to meet the pre- 
vious day's recovery on this side, early 
fluctuations proved decidedly irregular. 
Immediately following the opening, May 
and July contracts were in demand, and 
the buying. of May not only held that 
month about ten points under July, but 
strengthened July to an extent that fur- 
nished a market for active swapping 
operations. Several large orders for the 
sale of July and purchase of December 
at 15 pojnts were executed, and this 
steadied late months as the recession 
progressed. 

An excited: advance in wheat in Chi- 
cago created.a covering demand for cot- 
ton during the afternoon.

BUYS RARE PORTRAIT 
OF GEO. WASHINGTON 


American Acquires First Peale 
Picture, Held in Europe 
for 150 Years. 


In the possession of I[uropean col- 
lectors for 150 years, one of Charles 
Wilson Peale’s first portraits of George 
Washington, an art treasure of great 
historic interest, has been~returned to 
the United States. The painting was 
brought to this country by the Jacques 


Seligmann Galleries and sold to an 
American collector yesterday. 

The portrait is an- unusual one,-as it 
is a very early example and was exe- 
cuted shortly ‘after the battle of Tren- 
ton, in 1776, at which. time Washington 
was 44 years old. The picture shows 
Washington standing full length. beside 
a cannon with a ¢aptured standard and 
flag lying at his feet. 

In the background are two small fig- 
ures on horseback, Genergl Lafayette 
and Colonel Tilghman, Washington's 
alde-de-camp, and there ts also a dis- 
tant view of Nassau Hall, of Princeton, 
with a group of Hessian prisoners under 
uard. According to records, it was 

Yashington’s suggestion that Peale in- 
troduce Nassau all and the Hessian 
prisoners in the picture. 

Several Peale portraits of Washington 
were takemsto France. In November, 
1778, one was presented t Count 
d’Estaing on board the Languedoc by 
John Hancock. The Count returned to 
France in 1780 and in 1794 was guil- 
lotined. It is not known what became 
of this portrait. Another one of the 

aintings was sent to France as a model 
or Houdon’s Washington bust. 

The .particular picture which has just 
reached this country was taken to 
France during the rei of Louis XVI. 
by a companion of Rochambeau, who 
placed it in a beautiful. frame of the 
eriod, which holds the painting today. 

he painting was borrowed by the 
Fren Government and. loaned. to -the 
Ministre des Beaux-Arts: for the World's 
Fair at, St; Louls in 1904, where it held 
the position of honor. in the centre of the 
French Government. building, being the 
only oil painting which hung among the 
eee tapestries which. decorated the 
salon. 
The Versailles Muséum has an old por- 
trait of "Washington by Peale, ‘but it ts 
not an original and, although larger 
than this one, lacks in. technique. 

“The return of this painting,’ / said 
Clyfford Trevor, American representa- 
tive of Seligmann, ‘‘brings back to this 
country not only an excellent object of 
art but one of great historical interest. 
It is one of the most Interesting works 
of Revolutionary times.”

Building Contracts Awarded

CONSTRUCTION LOWER 
HERE THAN IN 1924 


Building Activities in New York 
City Are Falling Behind, Indus- 


trial Commissioner Finds. 


Special to The New York Times. 

_ ALBANY, May 1.—Building activities 
in New York City are falling behind the 
record year of 1924, according to a 
statement issued today by James A. 
Hamilton, State Industrial Commis- 
sioner. He pointed out that permits for 
building construction in twenty cities 
of the State during the first quarter of 
this year are valued at $246,000,000, 
where last year for a similar period 
they totaled $416,000,000. 

‘While. part of the difference,’ says 
Commissioner Hamilton, ‘‘between last 
year and this indicates a decided down- 
ward trend in construction activity, not 
all of it can be called an actual loss in 
building work. Part of it is explained 
by a different distribution of plans over 
the twelve months. In 1924 uncértainty 
about renewal of the house exemption 
law in New York City again crowded 
applications for permits into March, the 
month before the old law expired. In 
the current year tax exemption did not 
exert the same influence and instead of 
a peak in March with a sharp decline in 
April, activity in New York City may 
be extended into the later Spring 
months. The value of plans for the 
first quarter is about even with a three 
months’ average for 1924.” 


Outside of New York City twelve of 
the nineteen cities reported an increase 
over the preceding year. A few of the 
larger cities, Buffalo and Niagara Falls, 
were lower than jn 1924, Rochester also 
lost, but a comparison with last year is 
of small value because a tax caused 
many permits to be filed in February 
of that year which normally would have 
come in later months or years, Mr. 
Hamilton pointed out. 

New construction formed 93 per cent. 
of all the work for which permits were 
issued. Of this 66 per cent. was for 
residential projects. Plans for residentiai 
building amounted to $154,000,900. Prac- 
tically all of the large detrease from last 
year was limited to New York City, 
where there was a general slowing up 
in housing projects after three years of 
unusual activity. 

Manhattan was the only borough 
which did not fall behind 1924 in its 
first quarter, and this was because com- 
mercial buildings here are the impor- 
tant class of construction. Permits 
were valued at $77,000,000, about the 
Same 4S a year ago. 
tels and several clubs accounted for 
$17,000,000 of the total, and theatres 
were an important item. Public build- 
ings were somewhat lower. 

The other four proughs of New York 
City showed the heaviest losses in one 
and two-family houses and a much 
smaller loss in apartments. Brooklyn 
suffered most, after an unusually active 
season in 1924. Where work totaled 
$132,000,000 in the first quarter a year 
ago, it now reached only $55,000,000. 
An Interesting gain was_.in office build- 
ings, which passed the total of last year 
in the first quarter of 1925. 

Queens and the Brgnx. reported per- 
mits were issued to the value of $44,- 
600,000 and $35,000,000, respectively. In

LONG ISLAND RENT HEARING

The eight surface lines of the New 
York Railways system were operated 
yesterday for the first time since March, 
| 1919, by a solvent organization, the New 
York Railways Corporation, the reorgan- 
ized company taking possession from the 
| receiver, Hugh J. Sheeran, at one min- 
ute past midnight. 

The new company-at on@e began a 
campaign to divert traffic from the sub- 
way and elevated lines to its own cars. 
Windows of closed cars bore large 
placards in green type, reading: ‘‘Green 
lines save walking, waiting, stair-climb- 
ing. Ride in comfort.’’ Signs inside 
the cars advised passengers that the

Open cars bore similar placards, and 
in addition stgns in front reading, ‘‘Ride 
in the open.’’ 

The system includes the Broadway, 
Sixth Avenue, Seventh Avenue, Lexing- 
ton Avenue and Columbus and Lenox 
Avenue longitudinal lines and _ the 
Eighth, Fourteenth, Twenty-third, Thirty- 
fourth and 116th Street crosstown lines.
